The Nationalist Air Force has been surrendering to the Canmunlsts since 
last year, and the Communists now have over 2,000 Air Force personnel and 50 
uBshle airplanes. 

As for the Navy, the first ship to surrender to the Connmnlets was the 
6,000-ton cruiser Ch'ung-oh'lng, which was followed hy one destroyer, one 
traziaport, and several gunhoats. The Chung*ch'lng was later homibed and sanl:.

6 lieutenant colonels, 4 majors, 7 captains, 12 first lieutenants and 2 
second lieutenants)^ 230 signalmen and mechanics (llO officers and 120 non- 
ccomlBSloned officers ), 12 airhome connmmlcatlona officers, and 200 general 
workers. There are also 6 OO workers In KMT oxygen ^slcj and parachute factories 
/slc7 and these are all continuing at their former tasks.
